Thunder of Plaudits Bring Tears 
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FILIBUSTER BRAKE 
IS APPLIED ANEW 
BY BANK BILL FUES 


Long and Cohorts Ignore 
Agreement Limiting De- 
bate in Determination 
To Stifle Glass Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
The senate thought it had crippled 
Huey Long’s filibuster against the 
Glass bank, but tonight the opponents 
of the measure were as strongly en- 
trenched and determined as ever. 

For Thomas, of Oklahoma, au ally 
of the self-styled Louisiana kingfish, 
let it be known that he would use 
every means at his command to pre- 
vent a vote on the bill. Only cloture 
can stop him, he said. 

Untamed by last night’s talk with 
President-elect Roosevelt, Long today 
renewed his fight against the bill and 
his continued revolt against his par- 
ty’s leadership in the senate. 

He tried to gain time at the close 
of the day by asking that the senate 
recess until Monday, omitting tomor- 
row’s session. He appealed for the 


week-end holiday on the ground that 
“seven or eight senators have gone to 
Muscle Shoals” with Mr. Roosevelt, 
and that he thought they should be in 
the senate for the debate. 

Nothing to Miss. 


“T don’t think they'll miss anything, 


tomorrow,” Senator Glass, democrat, 
Virginia, author of the bill in dis- 
pute, grimly retorted. A recess was 
taken until tomorrow noon. And Glass 
announced he would insist on night 
sessions next week in an effort to 
hasten a final vote. 

Thus the senate slid back into the 
rut of inaction in which the filibus- 
t¢r had trapped it for eight days, and 
found voluntary agreemeat for limita- 
tion of debate, reached yesterday, aft- 
er a move for cloture had failéd, was 
virtually meaningless. 

Under this arrangement debate has 
been restricted to one hour for each 
senator on the bill itself and a half 
hour on each amendment. A check-up 
revealed that 63 amendments were 
pending. Thus with only four sen- 
ators participating in the filibuster 
the senate could be tied up for weeks, 
even if no additional amendments are 
proposed, and the possible number of 
these is almost without limit. 

Encouraged by Long’s report that 
Mr. Roosevelt is against the bill’s 
state-wide branch banking clause, the 
opponents used every conceivable 
blocking maneuver today to force it 
out of the way so other business could 
be taken up. 

Willing to Compromise. 

On the other hand, advocates of the 
bill and those at least favoring a 
showdown on the branch bank feature 
showed a willingness to make some 
concessions if only the opposition 
would permit a vote. 

Senator Thomas’ statement fol- 
lowed a remark by Long that “pro- 
ponents of the bill” were delaying a 
decision by refusing to “accept the 
proposition of President-elect Roose- 
velt for country-wide branch  bank- 
ing.” 

Although denying his filibuster was 
in full swing again, Long initiated no 
less than six quorum calls during the 
day and made an attempt which was 
blocked by Senator Barbour, republic- 
an, New Jersey. to have read a huge 
i of telegrams in opposition to the 

lil. 

Glass, democrat, Virginia, entered 
no objection because he said the de- 
bate-limiting agreement “isn’t worth 
the paper it is written on.” 

After the senate adjourned, Glass 
said he would not be surprised if an- 
other cloture motion were presented. 
“I would vote for it in 15 minutes,” 
he said. 

Robinson Optimistic. 

Earlier in the day, Senator Robin- 
son, of Arkansas, the democratic lead- 
er who clashed heatedly yesterday 
with the little group of insurgents in 
his party over his attempt to invoke 
cloture, said he thought the bill would 
be disposed of in a few days. 

He said he had assyrances from the 
opposition that they Would not speak 
on all the pending amendments, but 
a few minutes later Senator Thomas 
said: 

“I am going to keep this debate go- 
ing as long as I can. They (the bill 
advocates) are crazy to get it through 
while they have a president who will 
sign it. They will never get to a vote 
on it unless they vote the cloture 
rule.”

DEMOCRATS JI

ILS. FARMER 


Robinson Presents Pro- 
posal Aimed To Obviate 
Foreclosures While Re- 
financing Is Effected. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—..— 
The powerful democratic leadership in 
congress tonight threw the full force 
of its support behind a mammoth plan 
for adjusting the debts of the na- 
tion’s farmers on a basis of their 
ability to pay. 

After a conference with President- 
elect Roosevelt, Senator Robinson, of 
Arkansas, the party floor leader, pre- 
sented in legislative form a momen- 
tous proposal worked out by farm 
organization leaders under which the 
farmer could escape technical bank- 
ruptcy: and avoid mortgage  fore- 
closures while a rearrangement of his 
obligations is in progress. 

though numerous farm debt-re- 
lief measures are pending in the 
house, the democratic leadership there 
has determined upon Robinson’s meas- 
ure as the one to be pushed. It is 
to be introduced there soon. 

Party spokesmen said they  be- 
lieved the proposal had a good pros- 
pect of passage at this session, hut 
that if shortness of time prevented 
its enactment, it would undoubtedly 
go through at the special session to 
be called by Mr. Roosevelt in mid- 


April. 
Party to Push Action. 

The measure forms a major point 
in the democratic farm relief program, 
and its sponsors are anxious to ob- 
tain its enactment at the earliest pos- 
sible time so that it may apply to 
srring mortgage payments.

Stimson To Prepare for

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(4)— 
The administration tonight began ne- 
gotiations with Great Britain aimed 
at a readjustment of the long-trou- 
blesome war debts, in accordance with 
the newly-made Roosevelt-Hoover 
agreement, 

Only a few hours after the incom- 
ing and outgoing chief executives had 
decided at the White House to co- 
operate in bringing British envoys to 
the American capital early.in the new 
administration, Secretary Stimson 
called England’s ambassador, Sir Ron- 
ald Lindsay, to the state department 
and informed him of the develop- 
ments, 

He gave the diplomat no written 
communication. After making it 
clear he was acting as a spokesman 
for Mr. Roosevelt, he informed the 
ambassador orally and at length of 
what had passed between Mr. Hoover 
and the president-elect and of the con- 
tents of the statement they later is- 
sued.- The latter said: 

“The British government has asked 
for a discussion of the debts. The 
incoming administration will be glad 
to receive their representative early 
in March for this purpose. 


Other Issues Slated. 


“It is, of course, necessary to dis- 
cuss at the same time the world eco- 
nomic problems in which the United 
States and-Great Britain are mutually 
interested and therefore that repre- 
sentatives should also be sent to dis- 
cuss ways and means for improving 
the world situation.” 

Meanwhile, on the special train 
aboard which Mr. Roosevelt was 
speeding southward, it was learned 
that the president-elect expects the 
British envoys t» be in Washington 
when he takes office, so that there 
will be no delay in the negotiations. 
It is hoped that they may be com- 
pleted before the next payments are 
due, on June 15. 

At the same time, it was made clear 
that Mr. Roosevelt does not regard 
France’s failure to pay on December 
15 as a default, but rather as a de- 
ferment. It was forecast, too, that the 
debt discussion would be kept physi- 
cally separated from the conversations 
on means of improving the world eco-

HOOVER ASSIS 
REGROUPING FOES 


Size of Deficit Depends 
on Present Economies, 
President Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 20.—(#)— 
President Hoover took the democratic 
house to task today for blocking his 
government reorganization program 
without even reading it and to its 
leaders’ claims that his budget esti- 
mates for supply bills had been re- 
duced replied that they actually had 
been increased by $35,000,000. 

Charging that the house apparently 
made no examination of the merits of 
his regrouping proposals before veto- 
ing them yesterday, the chief executive 
said in a formal statement that great 
economies would -have been made if 
his executive orders had been permit- 
ted to stand. 

With his statement Mr. Hoover 
made public an analysis compiled by 
the budget bureau of the increases and 
decreases in the bills for the war, 
treasury, postoffice, agriculture and 
interior departments and the first de- 
ficiency measure. 

It showed that by failure to accept 
his economy recommendations the’ ap- 
propriations were increased by $43,- 
309,632 and placed other increases at 
$14,923.593. The analysis gave credit 
for $23,538,116 in “genuine reduc- 
tions” and listed a total of $41,378,121 
as postponements of outlays to be 
made up in. subsequent deficiency 
bills. 

“I regret, of course,” Mr. Hoover 
said, “that the sonaulitation of 58 bu- 
reaus and commissions into a few di- 
visions which I had directed by ex- 
ecutive orders has been nullified by 
the action of the house of represent- 
atives.” 


‘The estimates which I gave in my | 


recent message to congress as to the 
probable size of the deficit will de- 
pend, of course, upon how far the 
congress udopts economies which | 
have recommended,” Mr. Hoover said. 

“The budget calls for $850,000,000 
reduction in appropriations for the 
next fiscal year, which would result 
in a reduction of about $530,000,000 
of expenditures, the difference being 
due to old continuing appropriations 
and commitments in respect to them.” 

Taking issue with the statements 
of Representative Byrns, of Tennes- 
see, chairman of the house appropria- 
tion committee, that the five. appro- 
priation bills dealt with thus far 
showed a reduction, President Hoo- 
ver said that actually they “showed 
an actual increase of about $35,000,- 
000 instead of a decrease.” 

His recommendations, he said, were 
based on the report of the non-par- 
tisan joint committee on reorganiza- 
tion of the government which existed 
in 1920 and that for 25 years similar 
proposals had been sponsored by the 
various administrations. 


Kreuger Bondholders 
Asked To File Claims 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—(4)— 
Holders of secured debentures. of 
Kreuger & Toll, estimated between 
20,000 and 25.000, were advised today 
by E.: W. Debevoise, counsel for the 
trustee in bankruptcy, to file proofs 
of claim before February 6 if they 
wish to protect their interests. 

At a hearing before Federal Ref- 
eree Henry K. Davis, Debevoise said 
the trustee intends to test tlie validity 
of a blanket claim which he said he 
had been advised the Marine Midland 
Trust Company of New York, sue- 
cessor trustee of the debenture, plans 
to file. 

The blanket claim, to be filed on 
behalf of the bondholders would 
amount to approximately $#8,000,6000, 
he said.
